CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS, 

IN the senate, on the lith.a remonstrance 
was presented from the W. C. T. U. against the 
tax on whisky. The unfinished business, being 
the house bill requiring railroads in the terri- 
tories to maintain stations at towns estab- 
lished by the interior department, was taken 
up, but went over without action. After a 
shortexecutive session the senate adjourned 
In the house a number of executive com- 
munications were laid before the house, among 
them one suggesting that the statue of Liberty 
Enlightening the Worid in New York harbor 
be utilized as « beacon. Messrs. Quigg and 
Strauss, members-elect from New York, were 
swornin. A letter from Mr. Brawley was read, 
stating that his resignation as a member of the 
house would be forwarded to the governor of 
South Carolina. 

IN the senate, on the 15th, Mr. McLaurin. 

successor to Mr. Walthall, of Mississippi, re- 
signed, was sworn In. The unfinished business, 
being the bill requiring railroads in territories 
to maintain stations and depots at all towns 
established by the interior department, was 
taken up and its discussion occupied the entire 
session. The bill was passed, the vice-presi- 
dent breaking a tie by an affirmative vote. ... 
In the house, after preliminary business. the 
Bland seigniorage coinage bill was considered 
in committee of the whole, but without any 
action bein gtaken the committee arose ats5:06 
o'clock and the house adjourned. 

IN the senate, on the 16th, after the transac- 
lion of some routine business, an executive 
session was held, lasting nearly four hours, 
after which the senate immediately adjourned 
{During the secret session the nomination of 
Wheeler H. Peckham, of New York, to be as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court was re- 
jected by a vote of 41 to 32]..... In the house, 
after the morning hour, Mr. Bland moved that 
the house go into committee of the whole for 
the consideration of the seigniorage bill and 
to close the debate at 3 o'clock; but the session 
was frittered away in filibustering against the 
motion. An evening session was held for the 
consideration of private pension bills. 

THE senats was not in session on the I7th 
-..+.-In the house most of the day was spent 
in debating a motion to non-concur in the sen- 
ate amendment tothe town-site bill, which was 
finally carried, and conferees were appointed. 
After the call of committees for reports Mr. 
Bland moved that the house go into committee 
of the whole on the seigniorage bill, and that 
general debate close in thirty minutes: but no 
quorum voting, the motion was lost, and the 
remainder of the session was taken up in 
speeches eulogistic of the late representative 
Gen. William Lilly, out of respeet to whose 
memory the house at 3:10 adjourned. 

IN tho senate, on the 19th, the commiltiee on 
printing was instructed to investigate all the 
facts and circumstances connected with the 
contract of the National Lithograph Co. for 
the publication of the Postal Gazette. A mes- 
sage from the president announcing the nomi- 
nation of Senator White. of Loulsiana, as asso- 
ciate justice of the United States supreme 
court, was received, and, in executive session, 
the nomination was promptly confirmed......In 
the house the day was spent ina fruitless en- 
deavor to secure a quorum to vote in favor of 
Mr. Bland’s seigniorage coinage hill. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE governor of California has 
vrought suit to.secure the escheat of 
the Blythe estate, valued at $4,000,000, 
to the state. 

Con. JONATHAN DRAKE STEVENSON, 
born in 1800,\a veteran soldier and pio- 
neer, was buried in Laurel Hill ceme- 
tery, atSan Francisco, on the 18th, with 
full military and masonic honors. 
went to California in 1847. 

On the 19th Matthew Ashton, a con- 
victed murderer, held in jai) at Madi- 
son, Wis., pending an appeal tothe 
supreme court, died of small-pox. He 
was worth $350,000. 

‘Tue British home seeretary has writ- 
tena letter in which he declares that 
the government will insist upon the 
passage by the house of lords of the 
employers’ liability bill in the exact 
form in which it was originally passed 
by the house of commons. 

THE president sent to congress an- 
other bulky batch of Hawaiian cor- 
respondence on the 19th. It ineluded 
President Dole’s letter to Mr. Willis’ 
reply, with several other communica- 
tions, 

ErRNESt CAMILLE Sivori, a distin- 
ruished Italian violinist, diedat Genoa 
on the 19th. 

Francisco ASENJO BARBIERO, a well- 
known Spanish composer of music, 
died in Madrid. He was born in that 
city in 1825. 

Gov. Ricuw of Michigan has dismissed 
from his cabinet Secretary of State 
Jochim, State Treasurer Hambitzer 
and Land Commissioner Berry. They 
were found guilty of irregularities in 
canvassing the vote in favor of increas- 
ing the salaries of state officers. ~ 

SEBASTIAN FAURE, arrested in Paris 
on the 19th, is the anarchist who was 
appointed by Auguste Vaillant, the 
man executed for throwing a bomb in 
the chamber of deputies, guardian of 
his daughter Sidonie. 

Tue president, on the 19th, nominat- 
ed and the senate promptly confirmed 
Senator Edward Douglass White, of 
Louisiana, as associate justice of the 
United States supreme court tosucceed 
Justice Blatchford, deceased. He is in 
his forty-ninth year, and therefore has 
twenty-one years’ service before him 
before retirement. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

A SENSATION was created at Harrods- 
burg. Ky., on the 15th, by the arrest of 
William Graves and John Commoing 
for whitecapping. ‘They are charged 
with being members of the band that 
recently called Josh Mitchell to his 
door, near Nevada, and shot him to 
death, and who have also whipped and 
terriorized many other residents in the 
west end. The two young men are 
members of leading families. 

On the 16th two trains collided near 
Jelan, between Samara and Slaviansk, 
in eastern Russia, aud thirteen per- 
sons were killed and several badly in- 
jured. 

ON the 15th a steam-pipe on the Ger- 
man iron-clad Brandenburg. lying at 
Kiel, burst, killing thirty-nine persons

Tur wholesale dry goods house of 
Jones, Witter & Co. at Columbus, 0., 
together with several adjoining tene- 
ments was destroyed by fire on the 
15th, involving a loss estimated at 
£240,000. 

At Roscoe, Cal., a Southern Pacific 
passenger train was wrecked about 1 
o'clock on the morning of the 16th by 
three masked men. ‘The express car 
was then blown open by dynamite and 
looted. The robbers got away, but a 
posse was soon in pursuit. 

Boss MCKANE was found guilty at 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on the 15th, of depriv- 
ing citizens of their legal rights of ac- 
cess tothe registry lists in the Graves- 
end district over which he has for 
years reigned as an autocrat, manipu- 
lating elections to suit his will. 

On the night of the 15th Knoxville 
(Tenn.) college, one of the most noted 
educational institutions for colored 
people in the United States, suffered a 
$45,000 loss by tire. 

On the 17th the jury in the case of 
the Mansfield (Pa.) rioters returned a 
verdict. Twenty-one of the fifty-eight 
prisoners were acquitted, thirty-two 
were found guilty, two had entered 
pleas of guilty and three were acquitted 
by order of the court. 

CHARLES YouNG, alias Lonsdale, re- 
cently released from an English prison, 
is wanted in Rochester, N. Y., for mur- 
der. Detectives were awaiting him 
outside the prison. 

On the 19th Evans, the California 
outlaw, and his companion, Morrell, 
surrendered to officers and a posse 
which surrounded Evans’ house. 

On the 19th John Y. McKane. the 
convicted Gravesend (N. Y.) political 
boss, was sentenced by Justice Willard 
Bartlett, in the Brooklyn court of 
oyer and terminer, to six years’ im- 
prisonment in the state prison at Sing 
Sing. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tne New York associated banks 
held $74,556,825 in excess of the require- 
ments of the 25-per-cent. rule on the 
17th. . 

THE treasury department has been 
informed that the circuit court of ap- 
peals has decided that holy wafers, as 
used in the Catholic church, are en- 
titled to free entry as wafers unmedi- 
cated. 

THE river and harbor bill will prob- 
ably be reported to the house March 1. 
The bill will carry an appropriation of 
about $9,000,000, exclusive of about 88,- 
000,000 in round numbers in the sundry 
civil bill. 

Ir is said that a line of fast freight 
steamships between Baltimore. Md., 
and Tampico, Mexico, will soon be in 
operation to develop the coal and coke 
trade with the latter country. 

DEBATE on the civil marriage bill be- 
ganin the lower house of the Hun- 
garian diet on the 19th. 

On the 19th the Rogers locomotive 
works, the Dolphin jute mills and Bar- 
bour thread mills at Paterson, N. J.. 
resumed work. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS.’ 





THE youngest child of the President 
wes christened Esther Cleveland on the 
19th in the Blue Room of the executive 
mansion. Only members of the family 
and a few intimate friends were present. 


Tne $1,000,000 hotel at Middlesboro, 
Ky., constructed there a few years since 
in the palmy days of the ‘‘Magic City,” 
is advertised by the receiver for sale on 
March 12th. 

A SEVERE storm swept over Warren, 
Bradley County, Ark., on the 18th, de- 
molisbing fences, unrooffing houses, and 
during its progress one negro was killed, 
while several were severely injured. 

Tne severest storm in years raged 
throughout the State of Washington on 
the 19th. The wind blew sixty miles 
an hour for four hours. 

Tuk available cash balance in the 
treasury on the 19th was $138,211,840; 
national bank notes received for re- 
demption, $398,301; government receipts, 
internal revenue, %762,487; customs, 
$460,083; miscellaneous, $74,954. 

SENATOR E. D. Wuirr, of Louisiana, 
was on the 19th nominated by the 
President to be Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, for which 
Hornblower and Peckham were rejected, 
and the nomination was promptly con-~ 
firmed by the Senate. 

ONE of the most destructive cyclones 
known in the history of Claiborne Parish, 
La., visited that parish on the 17th. 
The eyclone struck the northwest por- 
tion of the parish, traveling ina north- 
west direction, laying waste everything 
in its path. 

Pror. A. L. Dexonp, of Fort Payne, 
Ala.. was assaulted on the 16th by two 
pupils, who filed into the schoolroom, 
one armed with a baseball bat and the 
other with stones. While the first 
struck the professor down with a stone 
the other one pounded him on the head 
with the bat, inflicting a dangerous and 
perhaps fatal wound. 

A FLow of natural gas was tapped on 
a ranch near Garrison, Col., on the 15th 
atadepth of 700 feet when boring an 
artesian well. The gas came up with 
such force as to throw water 40 feet into 
the air.

A BLOW AT BOSSISM. | 


John Y. McKane, the Long Island Poo 
Bah, Sentenced to Six Years in Sing 
Sing Prison—The Man Who Held Him- 
self Greater than the Law in the Manip- 
ulation of Elections Discovers that He 
Wade a Mistake. 

A BLOW AT BOSSISM. 

Brooxiyyn, Feb. 20.—John Y. Me- 
Kane, the convicted Gravesend politic- 
al boss, was sentenced by Justice Wil- 
lard Bartlett, in the court of oyer and 
terminer, to six years imprisonment in 
the state prison at Sing Sing. The 
sentence was a great surprise to every- 
one. It was expected that the jury’s 
recommendation to mercy would induce 
Justice Bartlett to be more lenient. 
When the judge pronounced sentence 
MecKane turned deathly pale and 
clutched the railing before him and 
tears rolled down his cheeks. 

It was 9:55 o'clock when the door 
opened wide and McKane,accompanied 
by Sheriff Buttling, entered. He was 
apparently the most unconcerned man 
in the ecourt-room and walked about 
talking to his friends, who one and all 
shook him warmly by the hand. Every- 
one who saw him remarked his won- 
derful nerve. 

The prosecuting lawyers, E. M. Shep- 
pard, Col. Lamb and Joe Wernberg, 
were also in court and held a consulta- 
tion. 





@ MOTIONS DENIED, 

At 10:06 Judge Bartlett took his seat 
on the bench. Mr. E. C. James then 
stood up and said: 

“Your Honor, I appear for the «de- 
fendant, Mr. John Y. McKane. I move 
fora new trial under section 465 code 
of criminal procedure, subdivisions 5 
and 6.” Judge Bartlett denied the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. James then asked for an arrest 
of judgment on the ground that the 
facts as stated in the indictment do 
not constitute a crime. This was also 
denied. 

Then Mr. James asked the court to 
take 
fendant had never been convicted of 
any felony and that his previous good 
character be taken into consideration. 

Judge Bartlett said he did not sce 
any cirevmstanees which would war- 
rant such diseretion. Mr. James then 
asked fora stay of execution of judg- 
ment for twenty days to enable the de- 
fendant,to move on a notice of certi- 
ficate of reasonable doubt. 

Mr. Sheppard said that it would be 
better for defendant's counsel to wait 
until sentence be pronounced before 
making this application. Mr. Shep- 
pard then moved for sentence to be 
passed. 

THE PRISONER SPEAKS, 

McKane, when asked what he had to 
say why sentence should not be passed, 
replied: 

I do not know that I can say anything but 
what I said on the stand during the trial, 1 
huve never done anything wrong to anyone as 
far aslknow. I never did anything directly 
or indirectly wrong with regard to the election, 
nor did I ever counsel anyone else to do any- 
thing wrong. I again say I am not guilty of 
any offense against the law. 

THE SENTENCE. 

Judge Bartlett then proceeded to 
pass sentence, and said: 

I do not feel inclined to disregard the 
recommendation to mercey made by the jury. 
The crime which the defendant committed 
was a serious one. That great crime seems to 
be one that demands emphatic sentence. The 
penalty should be so severe as to express due 
condemnation, while not so severe as to ex- 
cite sympathy. The sentence of the court is 
that the defendant be imprisoned in Sing Sing 
state prison for six years. 

There was a dead silence in court for 
a moment, and then amidst a murmur 
of voices through the chamber, Judge 
Bartlett ordered the court to be cleared. 

CAUSE OF M KANE'S DOWNFALL. 

The specific charge on which McKane 
was tried and found guilty is that he 
fraudulently procured (that is to say, 
counseled or commanded) certain elec- 
tion inspectors to conceal the registry 
lists which the law enacts shall be 
open to the inspection of citizens, 
whether for examination, reference or 
copying. For a long time McKane had 
been the ruler of Gravesend, and a po- 
litical boss from whose decision there 
seemed to be noappeal. At the elec- 
tion last November William J. Gaynor 
was a candidate for justice of the su- 
preme court. He was defeated, and 
began an investigation into the elec- 
tion held at Gravesend. Mr. Gaynor 
found that the town which about 
twenty months before had a popula- 
tion of 8,400 had a registry list of 6,200. 
Looking into the details he found some- 
thing still more startling and alarm- 
ing. 

He found that the Second district, 
the Coney Island district, with a popu- 
lation of 1,603, registered a vote of 2,465 
—a registry of voters 50 per cent. more 
than all the men. women and children, 
and even aliens, in the district. There 
were only 1.400 citizens, men, women 
and children. In another census there 
are 200 aliens in that district, yet with 
1,400 inhabitants, it registered a vote 
of 2,465, and actually polled a vote of 
1,512. 

In the course of McKane's trial it 
was shown that prior to election and 
on the day of election Mr. Gaynor had 
demanded permission to inspect the 
registry lists. This privilege was de- 
nied him by the inspectors, under the 
direction of McKane. 





Died of Her Injuries. 

CincinNaTI, Feb. 20. — Miss Anna 
Foy, who, with her mother, was so ter- 
ribly burned in a gasoline explosion 
on February 15, died at the city hos- 
pital yesterday. The mother died from 
her injuries the day following the av- 
cident.

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THE BENCH !S FULL. 


Senator Edward; Douglass White, of 
Louisiana, Nominated by the President 
and Promptly Confirmed by the Senate 
as Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court to Succed Justice Blatch- 
ford, Deceased. 

Wasnineton, Feb. 19.—This after- 
noon the president sent to the senate 
the nomination of Senator Edward 
White, of Louisiana, to be associate 
justice ot the United States supreme 
court to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Justice Blatchford. The sen- 
ate had hardly time to recover from 
the surprise which the nomination oc- 
ecasioned when his confirmation was 
announced. : 








Justice Edieard Douglass White. 
While months liad been spent in con- 


sidering the nominations of Messrs. 
Hornblower and Peckham, and much 
time devoted to them by the senate 
committee on judiciary, the name of 
Mr. White was not referred to the com- 
mittee at all, and in less than an 
hour after the nomination had been 
received the senate had placed its seal 
of approval upon the selection, 
had robbed itself of an esteemed 
member and had given the supreme 
court the one man necessary to make 
a full bench. The nomination was re- 
ceived through Private Secretary Pru- 
den about 2:40 o'clock, when Senator 
Daniel was engaged in a speech on the 
Hawaiian question. He immediately 
announced his willingness to suspend, 
and upon his doing so Mr. Caffrey 
moved an executive session. 





It Was a Surprise. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The nomina- 
tion of Senator White came in the na- 
ture of a surprise to the senate. All 
s@rts of rumors were afloat during the 
morning relative to this appointment, 
in which the names of Senators Gray 
and Faulkner were mentioned, but not 
that of the Louisiana senator. Mr. 
White did not come to the senate to- 
day, and the fact that he was at the 
White House this morning, where he 
doubtless received the news, con- 
strained him to absent himself from 
the session. 

Edward Douglas White was born in 
Lafourche parish, La., November 3, 
1845, his father being Edward D. White, 
who was born in Tennessee, who died 
in New Orleans April 18, 1847. Aside 
from his senatorial record Senator 
White will be recailed to the recollec- 
tion of readers through the lottery fight 
in which his activity was conspicuous. 
He was educated at Mount St. Mary’s 
collece, Emmetsburg, Md., and the 
Jesuits’ college in New Orleans. Dur- 
ing the civil war he served in the con- 
federate army. He then studied law, 
practiced, and was clected to the state 
senate in 1874, and judge of the Lou- 
isiana supreine court in 1878—the 
youngest state supreme judge in the 
United States. May 29, 1888, he was 
elected to the United States senate to 
sueceed Senator Eustis, at present min- 
ister to France, taking his seat March 
4, 1891. By his appointment to-day he 
will leave a vacancy of full two years 
in his senatorial term. The new justice 
is a bachelor at present, but there is a 
well-detined rumor afloat that before 
the year expires he will espouse a well- 
known society woman who has been a 
brilliant figure in Washington. 





Judge White’s Appointment Highly Com- 
mended. 

Baton Rover, La, Feb. 19.—Gov. 
Foster highly commends the appoint- 
ment of Judge White, but will give no 
intimation as to the appointment of 
his successor. He will go to New Or- 
leans to-morrow to confer with his 
political friends. He received a dis- 
patch from Senator Caffary urging 
the appointment of ex-Congressman 
Wilkinson, and saying that he had 
forwarded a long letter giving his rea- 
sons why Mr. Wilkinson should suc- 
ceed Mr. White. The governor re- 
plied to the telegram, but the tenor is 
not known. If Congressman Blan- 
chard had voted against the tariff bill 
and for sugar it is considered likely 
that he would have been the successor 
of Senator White. 





The New York Senator's Remarks on the 
Nomination of Judge White. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—In view of 
Mr. Hill's attitude in regard to two 
nominations that failed of confirma- 
tion, his remarks in executive session 
vesterday were interesting. He safd: 

Representing, as I do. in part, the circuit in 
which the vacancy exists caused by the death 
of the late lamented Judge Blatchford. and to 
fill which the nomination just reported has 
been presented to this body for its considera- 
tion, a few suggestions on my part at this 
time may not be inappropriate, Permit me 
to remark at the outset that this nomination, 
from a personal point of view, is ent*rely un- 
objectionable. The nominee is able, expe- 
rienced and satisfactory. Heis personally of- 
fensive tonoons. He has not antagonized any 
regular democratic organizacion, and every 
senator around this circle knows and respects 
him, and bis selection will prove acceptaple t¢ 
the Bur and people of the Ugited States

What an Arkansas Man Did. 
A post-office inspector told the fol- 
lowing story toa St. Louis reporter re- 
cently: 


“The Napoleon ef postal finance, so far e@ 
my district is concerned, wperated in Arkan- 
sas,’’ said tbe inspector. “de was receiving a 
salary of $609 a year, and the business of the 
post office showed a constant increase, .al- 
though it was ata considerable distance from 
any railroad. Inspector Houk went down to 
visit the office and found that there was not a 
house within miles of it. ‘Che postmaster had 
forged the petition for tle establishment of 
the office and his own appointment,then forged 
@ bond, then under another name had procured 
& star route contract. to curry the mail to it, 
then falsified the cancellat‘on returns and dis- 
posed of the stamps by an underground proc 
ess. Houk drove out to see him, and the fel 
low, thinking something wis wrong, struck on 
& run for the woods, but a pistol shot halted 
him and he submitted toarrest. After being 
taken to Fayetteville,it was necessary to obtain 
the forged bond from Wasbington, and the case 
was continued by the government. In some 
unexplained way the post office financier suc 
ceeded in hoodwinking the district attorney 
into allowing him to plead guilty to one count 
and the others to be dismissed. The attorney 
was honest in the matter. but was misled. This 
was done and he received a sentence of six 
months in jail.” 

A Preavher'’s Autobiography. 

Rev. A. Routh, of Piney Flats, Va.,, 
has written a letter in which he says: 

As various and erroneous reports about my 
self and my family have been going the rounds 
in papers of late, [hope you will give me space 
to give atrus version of the case: not that J 
2m offended at those who gave said reports to 
the papers. for they write very kindly about 
me. and, of course, they thought they were 
giving a correct version of the case. J] am 7 
years old. have been married three times, 
and we have booked twenty-nine children 
twelve sons and seventeen daughters. Eleven 
are dead. All these died in infancy 
except one. Sol have eighteen living chil 
dren.and at present we have four children with 
us. J have been actively engaged in the minis- 
try forty-five years, and have all the time been 
grentiy blessed in my labors. [am as able to 
travelon horseback and can preach with as 
much ease as I could fifteen years ago. In con 
c'usion let me say what very few men of my 
onze can say: Thave never owned a gunor 
pistol in my life, never had a law-suit of any 
wind, never had but one fight, and that was 
when I was 4 boy. and my father gave me a 
flogging for it, and I concluded to quit the busi- 
noss. 


Over 108 Yeare Old. 

Aunt Malinda Coleman, probably the 
oldest woman in Kentucky, died in 
Louisville, Ky. 

She was aslave in the family of Gov. David 
Meriwether’s father when they lived in Vir- 
ginia. She was brought to Kentucky by Gov. 
Meriwether, and well-authentleated records 
show her to have been 108 years and 2 months 
old. She was born in Virginia. and was 
brought to Kentucky soon after it became a 


state. Gory. Meriwether sold her to Tyler 
Jones, the latter selling her to Warwick Mil- 
ler, from whom she secured her freedom. She 


was married but once, her husband dying tn 
1864. She wasthe mother of fifteen childran, 
the yougest of whom is 48 years of age. She has 
sixty-eight grandchildren.

Another farmer, who one year ago had 
no jand, was now buying afarm, payicg 
on it $32 permonts. He made his money 
by selling eggs, milk end butter. 

Auother prosperous farmer owns three 
Jote in Opeli ka and paya taxes on $3000 
worth of property. This man started 
with nothing.

We suggest _as’ remedies 
the raising of money by subscription to 
jengthen the school term and to provide 
more and better school houses. We 
would saiso urge upon our schools and 
colleges for the training of ‘Jeaders the 
importance of sending more of ,their best 
ren and women to the smaller tewaos and 
country districts. 

2. Asrezards property, we fiod that 
two thirds of our farmers are still prac- 
ticing the habit of mortgaging their un- 
planted crops for the supplies furnished 
them, live in ore.room cabins and are uss 
ually in debt. As remedies, we recom 
meod the immediate purchase of land 
end its thorough cultivation; the raising 
of sufficient food supplies for home use; 
that we avoid the immigration agent, 
keep out of the ciiles, pay our taxes 
promptly, step moving trom farm to farm 
every year, work winters as well az sum 
mers, and Saturdays as well as other days 

practicing every form of economy 
escially avoiding the expensive and i: jus 
rious bebits of using Jiquor, suuff and to 
bacco; and, since our interests are witb 
the white people amorg whom we live, 
we would urge the cultivation in every 
manly way of friendship and good wil 
toward them 

3. While in morals and religion we are 
far from what we ought to be, yet we 
note each year real improvement. To 
help in this direction weurge a better 
preparation of the christian ministry, the 
settlement of our differences outside the 
courts, that we draw sharon lines between 
the virtuous and the immorta!; that we 
refuse to to'erate wrong doing in our 
leaders, especially in cur ministers and 
teachers; that we treat our women with 
more respect, aud urge upon them the 
’mportance of giving more time to the 
hme life and Jess to the strects and pub- 
l-c places. 

These declarations indicate that 
our colored farmers are sensible 
men. The ideas embodied in the 
above resolutions are gcod. The 
colored men, politically, are becom- 
ing identified with the best interests 
ot the State and no doubt see the 
folly of aligning themselves always 
with the worst element of our 
white population. All that is ne 
cessary to make a good Democrat 
of a calored man inthe South is to 
enlighten him to the extent that he 
will vote with the other good citi- 
zens.
